Russian Revolution Incentive to

ONDON, March 30.—Far over- 
shadowing Chancellor Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg’s speech in 

the Reichstag is the tremendous 

force for peace which has sprung up 
in Germany through the union of 
the Socialist party and the Lieb- 
knecht group of Radicals. The Chan- 
cellor’s address contained no sur- 
prises to those who have: been 
closely following events in Germany. 

As the dispatches indicated, he de- 

voted the chief parts of his speech 

to America and Russia. : 

So far as America is concerned, it 
is evident that he hoped his refer- 
ences would delay action on the part 
of the President leading to a decia- 


ration of war, end that the subma- 
rine campaign would become a sub- 
ject of negotiations. 

Before considering the attitude 
teward Russia and the other Allies 
a word must be said for the highly 
important action of the Socialist ma- 
jority. They have now united with 
the Liebknecht party and form a 
powerful organization.

Orange Cake and Waffice. 

BURBANK, March 80.—[(T6 the 
Editor of The Times:] I take pleas- 
ure in submitting the following 
recipe which, I feel confident, will 
provide a meang for increasing the 
sale of oranges and give the house- 
wife an easy method for making 
cheap, appetizing and healthful hot 
cakes and waffles: 

At night beat together one and 
one-half cups of whole-wheat flour, 
one-half cup health-bran (or one 
and one-half cups graham and and 
one-half cup white flour) two-thirds 
cup orange juice, one and one-third 
cups water; in the morning add one- 
half galt then add, thor- 
oughly mixed, one scant teaspoon 
soda and one teaspoon corn-starch | 
and beat the whole vigorously. Bake 
on well-olled griddle moderately 
heated. Turn the cakes when filled 
with bubbles. 

Orange waffles are prepared in 
the s&me manner, using one-third 
cup leas water, and adding three 
tablespoons melted shortening, be- 
fore adding the soda and starch. 
Bake on a moderately heated tron. 

Caution. Do not add the soda un- 
til everything is in readiness for 
baking. Use less syrup when eat- 
ing, for made in this way the cakes 
are very sweet. 

The above mixture will make 
twelve large cakes or four large 
waffles.

Prosperity in Flood. 

P ROSPERITY is at last reaching 
the Pacific Coast, and is coming in 

a flood, if not in a tidal wave. Even 

the prospect of war is helping business 

amazingly on the Coast. 

There is an immense impetus eyes 
to shipbuilding, reaching from Puget 
Sound to the Los Angeles Harbor. 
Sixty-one wooden steamers. sailing 


vessels and auxiliary schooners, with a 


total tonnage of 112,630, are bemg con- 
structed in private ship yards of the 
Pacific Coast. This is according to the 
United States commerce report up to 
March 1. Up at Seattle, vessels are 
under contract valued at $75,000,000, 
A hundred new vessels can be built at 
Portland, Or., at one time. 


Right on the heels of this news 
comes the story fram Washington that 
Vice-Chairman Brent of the Federal 
Shipping Board is already on his way 
to the Pacific Coast to find out just how 
fast wooden ships can be built. This 
movement is directly in connection 
with the war, and the purpose ts to con- 
struct a fleet of wooden ships to be 
used in transporting supplies to the 
Entente Allies in the European war, 
who are more than likely to become 
our allies at once. 


Here in Los Angeles a syndicate of 
capitalists is busily occupied with plans 
to launch a great shipbuilding plant at 
the harbor. There is already a good 
deal of facility for building ships at the 
Los Angeles Harbor and Wilmington. 
But with the prospect of war with Ger- 
many we are going to have a demand 
for a great fleet of vessels just as fast 
| As wooden ves- 
sels tarmbe. built much more rapidly 
than steel, the Coast is likely to get a 
big slice of this activity because of the 
proximity of woods to -tidewater, 
which makes it less costly to build a 
wooden ship here than in most other 
places in the country. 


Providence in War. 


ERE it not a matter age-old in hu- 

manity it would be the queerest 
thing in the world to note how every 
one engaged in the war in Europe is 
claiming that God is on his side. Of 
course a good deal of this is just pre- 
tense, but a great deal of it is honest 
conviction. 

Of course no right-minded person 
can conceive such a thing as that God 
according to Christian notions should 
create, aid or abet a war. The old 
prophets of the Hebrews called Him 
the God of Battles, the Lord of Hosts, 
and so on, but in Christian parlance 
peace is the role that God plays, and 
not war. 

This does not mean that God has no 
hand in wars. According to the Chris- 
tian notion the hand of Providence 
rules in every act of human history, 
indeed every act in the material world, 
including the sparrow that falls to the 
greund. This is according to Shake- 
speare’s doctrine. “There 1s a divinity 
that shapes our ends, rough-hew them 
how we will.” Providence does not 
stimulate wars, nor does God ccunte- 
nance nor commend wars. At the same 
time, according to this view of the most, 
philosophic genius the human race has 
so far produced, Providence may use 
the blind passions of men to bring 
about its own ends. 

Providence is ruling in the war that 
is devastating Euro It is taking ad- 
vantage of the conflict to free men Sa 
the bonds of tyranny, to break the scep- 
ter of tyrants, and to give manhood # 
chance in the sunlight such as it has 
never enjoyed hefore. “This recalls to 
mind the verses of the inspiring hymn: 
“God moves in a mysterions way 

His wonders to perform. 

He plants His footsteps on the sea 

And rides upon the storm.” 

He can ride upon the storm, though 
it be a whirlwind of war, and can plant 
His footsteps in the sea, though it be 
one of human blood, 


Fair Play for Railroads. 


T HE Adamson bill, by a bare ma- 
jority of one of the Supreme 
Court, in a tog wobbly decision from 
the majority, has been declared con- 
stitutional. That settles the matter 
to all good Americans, for this is the 
highest court in the land, anda law 
passed by Congress, signed by the 
President, and indorsed finally by the 
Supreme Court, is beyond the reach of 
successful cavil, fault-finding or criti- 
cism. 

The history of the act is too well 
known to need elaborate going over 
hére at this time. It was wrung out 
of a frightened President who over- 
came all the scruples of a subservient 
Congress, and so the trainmen won an 
ignominious victory over the force that 
should have been for right but in 
weakness Welde; the wrong Well, 
it is done, and the part of wisdom is 
to accept the ¢onsequences, go on un- 
der the handic: .+ placed upon industry, 
19 sta the best of a thoroughly bad 
affair. 


Let us turn here to the rights of the 
railroad managers suffering under the 
wrongs inflicted upon them by a fright- 
ened political President under the act 
oi a political Congress bound upon 
patronage rather than upon right. It 
will add to the cost of running the 
railroads a matter of $60,000,000 a year. 
This additional cost dates from the 
first of January of the current year. 
The railroads are prosperous now un- 
der the unusual prosperity created by 


‘the conditions growing out of the Eu- 


ropean war, a prosperity in which no 
right-minded American should take 
comfort, as we are really growing fat 
out of the blood of our brother-mén 
across the Atlantic Ocean. The Amer- 
ican railroads must be reorganized ii 
they are to live at all after this fictitious 
prosperity shall have come to an end. 
Before this sperity came a great 
many railroads were in the hands of re- 
ceivers. This left the roads unable to 
cope with the great volume of business 
created by the war. In their poverty 
they were unable to- keep up their 
equipment to the standards required by 
the growing business of the country. 
It will probably take $100,000,000 of 
new monéy a year for several years to 
keep the railroads up to standard in 
equipment. The railroads may possibly 
have some money to put into this out 
of the great profits of present condi- 
tions, but these conditions cannot last, 


and then the roads will be unable 


either to meet their requirements or to 
get money from the general public. 
American capitalists are too shrewd to 
put much money into a losing venture. 


We have an Interstate Commerce 
Commission supposed to deal fairly by 
owners of roads as well as by those 
who operate them. But they are poli- 
ticians determined rather upon holding 
their job than doing even-handed jus- 
tice. The roads for years pleaded but 
pleaded in vain for permission to raise 
their rates in order to earn interest on 
the investment that would encourage 
the putting of new capital into rail- 
roads to keep up their equipment and 
to make necessary extensions in. grow- 
ing portions of the country, It is safe 
to say that there is not a member of 
the commission who did not know the 
justice of this plea, but with an ear 
cocked to the clamor of the .general 
public utterly ignorant of the condi- 
tions confronting the railroads, they 
turned a deaf ear to the plea of the 
managers. 


Railroads have done wrong. in the 
past, do wrong in the present, and will 
do wrong in the future. They have 
earned some of the hostile attitude of 
the public, but this is no reason why 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
should not treat them fairly. 


In spite of all the shortcomings of 
the managers of these roads the Amer- 
ican public enjoys the lowest fares of 
any country in the world excepting 
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India. We are speaking now of freight 
rates, and the following figures are 
taken from a recent report of the 
Bureau of Railroad Economics, a gov- 
ernment concern under the present ad- 
ministration hostile rather than 
iriendly to capital im every form. It 
appears from thiS report that the 
freight rates paid American -tailroads 
are now litle more than 60 per cent. of 
the average rate on European lines. 
The following is almost an exact repro- 
duction of the findings of the report of 
the bureau: 

“The average ton mile rate in our 
country is .729 cent; in India, 7 cent; 
France, 1.18 cents, and Germany, 1.24 
cents. In the newer countries of mag- 
nifieent distances and small density, 
the average rate per ton mile riins up 
as high as 7.04 cents in Brazil. Our 
railroads have overcome the handicap 
of extreittely long.hauls by operating 
and engineering boldness and _ in- 
genuity, chiefly exemplified ‘y the 
larger capacity of freight cars nd the 
greater power of locomotives. Our 
freight car carries much over twice the 
volume of the European car. Our av- 
erage freight train hauled in 1913 435.4 
tons, the average German train hauled 
239 tons and the French train 147 tons.” 


Uses of Adversity. 


M ORAL philosophers say, “Sweet 
are the uses of adversity.” With- 
out writing an indorsement on this 
doctrine unqualifiedly, we may say 
that there are uses coming from adver- 
sity. The present war is probably the 
greatest adversity that ever fell on hu- 
manity. Its uses are not sweet, but 
they are in some instances beneficial. 
Sufferihgs created by the conflict are 
not confined to tne belligerents but 
touch all the neutral peoples on earth. 
And we are included in this suffering. 

Americans have been the most 
wasteful people in the world for many 
generations. This is not meant to be 
a Slam or criticism of the people. It 
was quite natural that they should be 
wasteful. Lvery element of human 
wealth cost less effort to acquire in 
America than in other countries, and 
therefore quite naturally was less set 
by. We wasted foodstuffs as well as 
our forests, mineral wealth and every 


other form of riches produced in the © 


country. Probably the worst waste oi 
foodstuffs, was the inordinate amount 
consumd@itby the average American in 
times past. 

Here is where the uses of adversity 
are going to be beneficial in spite of 
their bitterness. We are learning to 
be more economical as the pinch of 
hunger grips our diaphragm and re- 
places the overfullness of former days. 
With potatoes at 5 cents a pound re- 
tail, onions twice that figure or nearly 
so, with meat and every other human 
food climbing up beyond the reach of 
nearly every householder among the 
average people, only obtainable by 
people mounted on high stilts formed 
by great wealth, it is very natural that 
our people should practice more 
economy than formerly. Many people 
now living remember the time when 


potatoes in the Middle West sold on. 


the farm for 25 cents a bushel. The 


tuber m that timé was scarcely worth | 


carrying to market. There were times 
in the early days of Wisconsin when 
railroad trains were running through 
woods where fuel could be had for the 
cost of cutting it, yet their engines 
were stoked with corn on the cob be- 
cause it was cheaper than wood. 
These days are gone forever. 
America scarcely produces food enough 
for her own people now, and has an- 
nually less and less to export. Wages 
have risen, but not in the same propor- 
tion as the cost of foodstuffs. So we 
are perforce less wasteful than before. 
Here in Los Angeles a foot law agi-

Rinse in several clean waters and 
press as much Water out of it as possible. 
Wrap it up In a towel for an hour ahd then 
‘tron it on the wrong side with a moderately 
werm tron. If you are laundering a bive, 
lavender, pink or some other colored blouse 


‘and are afraid it will fade, put a piece of 


tissve paper of matching color in the rins 
ing water, and it will help the crepe to hold 
its color. 


De not Starch Clear Material. 


It is not advisable to starch any clear 
material. it may be washed in the usual 
way with soap and warm water, and should 
be boiled. | prefer not to use blue for it, 
but if it is used it should be used very spar- 
ingiy. Rinse in two waters, and add a table- 
spoonful of powdered borax to the last rins- 
ing water. Roll in a clean towel and leave 
for about half an hour. Then iron on the 
wreng side with a very clean hot iron.

This keepS the shape of the glove 
and will not pull out as quickly as if the 
iwo edges of the tear were brought to- 
gether. Draw the edges of finger tips to 
gether and overhand with a buttonhole- 
stitch.

To Truss Fowl.

YOUR CHILD'S TEETH. 
Elements. 


(Lewis RB Allyn, in Ladies’ World: } While 
the first and second teeth are forming, the 
child's diet should be carefuliy balanced to 
include proper quantities of the bone-build- 
ing elements, calcium, potassium. sodium, 
phosphorus and iron. 


These are contained in fruits, whole 
grains, milk, eggs, green vegetables. ‘The 
old theory that food is merely something to 
satisfy -humger, and that children given 
plenty of white bread and butter with jam 
and cakes, will grow up healthy anu active, 
has been exploded. These are energy and 
fat-producing foods, not builders of hone 
and muscle. 

As soon as the firat teeth appear. thoy 
should be brushed, after each feeding, with 
a soft brush and cold water; later a few 
drops of pure dioxygeh may be added to the 
water. It is quite necessary to keep these 


first teeth clean for health as well as be- 


cause the shape and evenness of the second 
teeth depend largely upon this care. 


Badly Oevelaped Arches. 


Radly developed arches, protruding upper 


teeth and undeveloped lower jaws 
caused by such Rabits as sucking a pacifier, 
a teething ring, or @ baby's thumb, and the 
careful mother will watch to avoid these ob 
stacles fo the healthy developmen: of her 
child's teeth and jaws. Mouth-breathing is 
another frequent cause of the undeveloped 
lower jaw, and this should be watched for 
most carefully unti}] the child's second 
teeth are well developed. Adenoids, ‘the 
stoppage of nasal passages, and a number 
of causes sometimes difficult to locate, may 
be the reason for this mouth-breathing, and 
it should be carefully investigated by the 


family physician.

A RUSSIAN COSSACK, 


it simply means that, seeing how many of 
their comrades are killed every 4ay through 
sheer negligence, or carelessness, they think 
it is better to surrender than to have to die. 

Are the officers not patriotic? Yes, but 
as a whole and especially so at the begia- 
ning of the war, they were not educated 
well enough In military tactics. The officers 
were not interested in the study of military 
technique. Most of them, especially those 
who Were serving only temporarily, looked 
at their careers as only a temporary make: 
shift and therefore did not like to waste 
any time upon the study of theoretic books, 
unless they were compelled to. Others 
found In their profession just a means of 
earning a living. Others, still, who had 
money entered the army for enjoyment's 
sake because it was fashionable for «a 
young man of good birth to be an officer in a 
well-known regiment. Some of the dashing 
cavalry regiments at St, Petersburg were re- 
served only for the wealthiest aristocracy 
and a maw even with a title could never 
have existed even a few months without a 
large private income. Dinners, horses, races. 
eards, ete., cost a itt; and a man who could 
not afford it was not worthy of being In 4 
fashionable cavalry regiment. 

The officers of higher grades did not sacrt- 
fice themd@elves for the sake of their profes- 
sion, chiefly on account of the political coa- 
Some one said in the

beginning of the war about the Russian 
army: “Indifference governs it.” It was 
quite true. The soldier was indifferent, be 
cause be had no faith in the officer. 
officers was indifferent toward his dutios 
because he knew that his superiors were 
either absolutely ignorant, or, worse still, ot 
German birth and therefore against the war, 
or even Wanting a defeat. 


Belore the war, the army, Was. regarded 
by the intelligent classes as the mainstay 
of aristocracy and despotism. Most of thet 
higher officers Were recruited among the 
German nobility of the Baltic provinces, who 
ruled the army and were decidedly pro 
German. 

Weeding Out German Officers. 


Grand Duke Nicholas from the very be 
ginning of. the war began to remove the 
Cerman officers from the army. It was not 
an easy task, especially as be had to train 
his trusted officers. So at the beginning 
the Russian army was constantly being de- 
ceived not only by officers, but even by gen- 
erals In charge of entire divisions. 

In October, 1044, the army of Gen. Sam. 
sonoff had been nearly annihilated by the 
carelessness of the two other generals: 
Rennenkampf and Sievers. A few months 
later, when Grand Duke Nicholas had beaten 
back the Germans from Warsaw, a whole 
Cerman division had been nearly surrounded 


The 


near Koluszki.. The fron ring was to be 
closed by Gen. Rennenkampff, who however 
crossed the Vistula too late and tet the 
Germans escape Grand Duke Nicholas im- 
mediately relieved Gen. Rennenkempi from 
command. He was to be trie! by a martial 
court later. (We must not forget that the 
brother of Gen. Renthenkampf ix a colonet 


in the German army.) Months tater, 
Gen. Sievers was removed trom his post 
and brought before the martial cowrt, 


charged with high treason. During ihe pro 
ceedings, when Grand Duke Nicholas ac- 
cused him of being a truitur, Sievers took 
s_revolver and shot Nicholas slightly in the 
arm. He was, of course, condemned to 
death and executed the next day. 

The Russian papers were algo ful) of de 
tails about another peculiar incident. ‘The 
Govertior of Warsaw, ltaron Korfl tof Cer- 
man left Warsaw in an automo 
bile in Noverober, 1914, ducing the panic, 
when the Germans Were tearing the city, 
With 800,000 roubies (about $400,000; Un- 
fortunately, evidentiv under the excilement 
of the movement, he took the wrong course 
aad speeded toward the German lines, 
where be Was overtaken by «a German patrot. 
The Russian papers condemned bim very 
severely of treason aud theft. 


iu the hbosvital, where | served, tho 
wounded snlidiers told me with great resent- 
ment about their colonel, named Krause 


(German oame,) who purposely led tls regi- 
ment under the enemy's machine guns and 
galloped towards the enemy, leaving his 
soldiers under a morciless fire. ‘The sot- 
diers, enraged at this terrible treachery, 
and decimated, not believing theic officers 
any longer, attacked them, Killing aad 
wounding several of them. | beard it from 
the very officers who were wounded by 
their own soldiers. A similar incident took 
place after the last battle of Pruszkow near 
Warsaw (tin October. (914.) t asked some 
of the soldiers and this ts what they told 
me: 

“Everything went all right, we were, wie 
ning The enemy was retreating. We #ere 
attacking with our bayonets, Suddenly the 
staffi-captain, or colénel, who was a German, 
committed a treachery and we were beaten. 
Se we killed all our officers, not trusiiog 
them any longer, and We ran away.” 

What kind of treachery it was, that! do 
net know. One told me it was due to havr- 
ing been led into a trap, where machine 
guns were hidden: another one, that ll was 
because they had been nearly surrounded; 
another still, because after having won, they 
were ordefed to retreat. It is impossipie, 
therefore, to know how many incidents of 
the kind were true and how many were 
just wrongly interpreted by the soldiers. Of 
course, many tragic incidents hare beea 
proved to be true. Gut the fact remaias 


that the soldiers in many instances did not 


believe nor trust thelr officers; they were 
demoralized. shows that Was very 
hard with such an army to win. | am sure 
that Russia owes a lot to Grand Duke 
Nicholas, whe was very popular and whe 
was tiked very much hy the soldiers. it was 
owing to this fact that the Russtaw army 
did not suffer a complete defeat. 


The tussian soldier, as rule fights 
very bravely and goes to fight quietly and 
withont fear. In some cases these snidiers 
seemed as if they did pot fee) avything or. 
they had no nerves. But they tooked con 
tirely different after tne battie. Someumes 
even slightiy wounded brought te 
the hospital, were crying and calling out 
loudly and it was hard te make them quiet.

(Alaska.)—Alaska is preparing

J to celebrate its semi-centennial. It is 

now just fifty years since the United 
States made the treaty with Russia by 
which this vast territory was ceded to us 
for $7,200,000 in gold. The treaty was exe- 
euted at Washington in March, 1867, by 
William H. Seward, our Secretary of State, 
end Baron Stoeck!, the Russian Am)bassa- 
dor; and it was at Sitka in October of that 
year that we took formal possecsion of the

time of the transfer Seward was denounced 
for making a bad bargain. The country 
was referred to as “Polaria” and “Icebergia” 
and was nicknamed “Seward’s Icebox” and 
the “Nation’s Folly.” The purchase was 
looked upon mud as it would be if Admiral 
Peary should offer to sell t.@ government 
a section of ice of equal dimensions about 
the North Pole. 

As to the actual amount we have already 
received from Alaska, it is today considera- 
bly over $600,000,000, and there is scarcely 
an” industry in the country that has not 
produced many times its original cost. The 
minerals alone have netted something like 
$200,000,000, the fish over $200,000,000, and 
the furs and skins more than ten times the 
amount we pald for the territory. We have 
received more than $50,000,000 out of the

ed States territory and it has grown in 
wealth as rapidly as any part of Uncle 
Sam's domain. 

There is no better real estate speculator 
than the American government. Since its 
organization, when it had bought its inde- 
pendence by the War of the Revolution, it 
has made a half dozen land purchases, and 
on each it has netted many thousand per 
cent. The first was Louisiana and the great 
Northwest. That included all the land be- 


tween the Mississippi and the Rockies, and 


Wwe bought it of France In 1803 for $15,000,- 
600. It is worth tens of billions today. The 
next purchase was Fiorida, a State which 
the assesements show is now worth more 
than $500,000,000. James Monroe bought it 
of Spain for $5,000,000. That was in 1819, 
and it was twenty-six years later that Texas 
fame into the Union and sold us its right to 
parts of New Mexico, Colorado and Kansas 
for $10,000,000. 


It was in 1846 that we acquired the Ore-: 


fon country by treaty with Great Britain. 
and, in 1848, we bought California from 


- Mexico by paying her an indemnity of $15,- 


600,000. Today the assessed vaulation of 
California is more thaw three billions, and 
that is not one-half what the country is 
worth, A little Jater Franklin Pierce bought 
another slice of Mexico for $10,000,000, and 
the purchases ended in 1867 with Andrew 
Johnson buying Alaska. These territories, 
80 acquired, comprise more than two-thirds 
of the whole United States, and they cost 
us less than the warring nations of Europe 
have been spending every day. Altozether 


they are worth a hundred billion dollars 
and upward, and they will increase in valué 
@s times goes on. 

Since we took possession Alaska has been 
steadily growing in prosperity and wealth. 
It cost us only 2 cents am acre, but at the 


seal islands and something like $10,000,000 
from the furs of the sea otter. We have 
received an equal amount from the furs of 
animals caught on the land, and the beavers 
and muskrats have altogether yielded about 
$2,000,000. 

As to the present income from the terrt- 
tory, it annually amounts to over eight 
times its original cost; or, in other words, 
the investment is now paying annua! divi- 
dends of something like 800 per cent. In 
1915 the output of copper was just twice as 
much as the whole sum we paid for Alaska, 
and the gold mined that year was worth 
$2,000,000 more than the copper. Last year 
we received from the fisheries three times 
as much as the purchase price, and the 
trade of the territory amounted to over 
$75,000,004, or to more than ten times what 
the whole country cost. 

The Alaskans are proud of what has been 
accomplished, and they are going to cele- 
brate their fiftieth anniversary by a world’s 
fair. This fair will be different from any 
ever held by any nation or in any country. 
It will be commemorative of Alaska’s fif- 
tieth birthday, and will take its place among 
the great celebrations of that kind. We 
held the first at Philadelphia in 1876, when 


Salrnen the 


we celebrated the 100th anniversary of the 
Declaration of Independence. We held the 
next at Chicago in 1893, to commemorate 
the 400th anniversary of the landing of Co 
lumbus, and the third at St. Louis, in honor 
of the Louisiana Purchase. Each of these 
expositions was cofifined to a few hundred 
acres. The show grounds of the Alaska ex- 
position will be one-fifth as large as the 
whole United States, and a stroll through 
it will comprise travels covering a distance 
longer than from Los Angeles to Manila. 
The exposition is to be known as the “All 
Alaska,” and it will cover all of the larger 
towns and give a general view of the terr'- 
tory. 

The “All Alaska” is to be in the form of 
excursions, arranged by the Alaska bureau 
of the Seattle Chamber of Commerce and 
personally conducted by veteran “Sour- 
doughs.” The towns are preparing to hold 
celebrations of from one to three days’ 
duration, on dates that will not conflict and 
will allow of participation by the excursion- 
ists. These celebrations will be in a cir- 
cult, so that, instead of one show, there 
will be a long chain of wonders, each fea- 
turing its own locality and furniahine the 
visitors an opportunity of viewing the

mammoth industries in actual operation. 
The excursions will probably be two ir 
number, and one will be twice as long at 


the other. The first will take thirty days . 


and the second about sixty days, the latier 
including a tour of the Yukon, a trip across 
Bering Sea and a visit to the Aleutian Is- 
lands. It will be somewhat similar to the 
excursion of 1913, which covered a distance 
of 8594 miles, or more than the dlameter 
of the earth at the equator. That party 
included many prominent business men, a 
Congressman or 80, @ dozen newspaper cor- 
respondents and a personal representative 
of President Wilson. The party of this year 
will be many times as large. It is expected 
that it will have a delegation from Con- 
grees and representatives of all the gov- 
ernment departments. A personal repre- 
sentative of the President is expected to 
be a part of it, and there will be representa- 
tives of business interests from all sections 
of the country. The first excursion is ex- 
pected to leave Seattle about June 2¢. It 
will be the shorter of the two, and its tour 
will practically be confined to Southeastern 
Alaska. The second will leave later, and 
its travels will embrace the greater part of 
the Territory. 


The first of the Alaskan celebrations will 
be at Ketchikan. This port wil! be reached 
in two or three days from Seattle, the whole 
journey, being made through the inside pass- 
age. The ships will cross Puget Sound, sail 
for several hundred miles along the sheres 
of Vancouver Island, and pass Prince Ru- 
pert, the terminus of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cifie Rallway, on their way north After 
crossing the Portiand Canal they will be in 
Alaska, and, a few hours later, in the Bay 
of Ketchikan. The show here will be an 
exposition of the fish industries of the Ter- 
ritory. The catching, canning and curing of 
salmon will be shown by a visit to the great 
canneries and cold storage plants. The vis- 
ltors may possibly see the salmon jumping 
the falls on their way up the streams to 


spawn. The wonders of halibut fishing will 


be exhibited, and there will probably be 
competitive throwing of lines by the fisher- 
men. The halibut lines are several miles in 
length, and there are hundreds of hooks on 
a single line. The limes must be cast so 
that the hooks lie on the bed of the sea, 
and they must be drawn in without tan- 
gling. 

Ketchikan is the chief station of the light- 
house bureau and wire drag service, and 
there will probably be a government exhibit 
of the latter, showing the vessels in action. 

Leaving Ketchikan, the next show will 
be at the town of Wrangell, where the mar- 
ble industry will be featured, and following 
that will be a quartz carnival here at Ju- 
neau. The latter will be worth coming to 
Alaska to see.

In other 
words, We employed more than two soldiers 
to one of the dneniy tiroughout the war. | 
am not one who will admit that it takes two 
Americans to equa! one man of any other 
natton on earth, but so the facts seem almost 
to have been. 

In the war of 1812, we had under arms 
mn total of 527.654 men as against a total 
foree, throughout the war, of 67,060 British 
soldiers and Indians—almeost eight to one. 
in the whole war *e did not win a decisive 
action-——-in fact, the war was practically a 
eontinuous serie’ of disasters. in 
the parlance of the prize ring, we gained 
only as much as a draw in two actions, the 
Battle of the Thames and the Battle of 
Lundy's Lane While we won at the Battle 
of New Orleans, that action was fought after 
the treaty of peace hed been signed. Wash- 
ington, our capital, was defended by 5400 
raw, untrained, undiscip!ined troops, mostly 

militia and volunteers. haviliy and without 
organization assembled under Gen. Win- 
der, when on August 24, 1814, 1500 British 
soldiers landed from a. British fleet in 
Shescpeake Bay, attacked the capital and 
drove the defending force, more than three 
times their own number, ignominiously 
from the field with a joss of only eight 
killed and eleven wounded. I have seen 
greater losses in a smal! skirmish In the 
Philippines. Gen. Winder’s troops were un- 
trained and undisciplined; therefore they 
were defeated and left the capital in the 
hands of an inferior enemy to be burned.

fo our aid in that war, that we are a nation 
today. 

In the Civil War, 2,670,000 men passed 
through the Union aritijes, as against 
total of Confederates estimated variously 
from 600,000 to 1,000,000 men. In that war 
523,000 Americans deserted the colors; there 
were more officers dismissed for conduct 
unbecoming officers and gentlemen than 
there were killed, and there were more 
officers discharged for incompetency (than 
died of wounds and disease. 

Certainly these few facts do not indicate 
a military history which justifies us im re- 
garding ourselves as an invincible military 
people, actually or potentially, unless we 
take heed of the lessons of the past and 
hearken unto thé warnings of today. 

| think that the trained American soldier, 
of whom ovr reguiar army consists, is the 
best soldier in the world today, because he 
bas initiative, he is resourceful and brave, 
but we have not as many of him as we 
should have. itt has been estimated by the 
War College and the General Steff that in 
the event of emergency, we can only mo 
bilize in continenta] United States a mobile 
force—i.e. infantry, @avalry, and field artil- 
lery, which can be moved and maneuvered 
quickly to meet an invading force—of 
00 men of the reguiar army, «hich would 
include every soldier on the Mexican border 
and in Mexico today. .\ has also been eat!- 
mated that ow of a paper strength of 140,- 
609 militia, we can mobilize 66,000 thereof, 
making a total mobile. force of 90,000 men, 
requiring sixty days to place them in the 
fleld,* With this Inadequate mobile force 
at owr disposal, whet possible military 
menace confronis us. Capt. Poot has told 
you of the inadequacy of our navy and what 
preponderating naval forces would confront 
it. Withowt an adequate navy to repel in- 
vasion, one European power, using one-Dalt 
of her tonnage, could land 347,000 men and 
£1,000 animals on our Atlantic Coast in 
fifteen days. following that force with an 
expedition of similar strength in ferty-one 
days more. Another European power couid 
land 170,000 men and 99.000 animals in a 
similar time, and upon the Pacific Coast an 
Asiatic power could land. in twenty-three 
days, 93,000 men and 25,000 animals, follow- 
ing that up with 143,000 men and 56,000 ani- 
mals in forty-three more days. Indicative of 
the transportation possibilities by waiter is 
the fact that nineiy-eight British transports, 
earrying 126,000 men, fully equipped, arrived, 
on the way to the Dardanelles, at Alexandria 
one morning and had landed the entire force 
for a rest ashore by afternoon. Subsequent- 
ly that great expedition landed on a coast 
defended by prepared Turkish positions 
which itnclyded wire entanglements to a 
depth of ten feet in the water, sustaining a 
loss between 10,000 and 15.000 men, but the 
fact is that they landed! 

We have on the Atlantic coast something 
like 116 undefended points where an

HINTS GIVEN BY THE DEPARTMENT 
OF AGRICULTURE. 

To assist milk producers to lessen their 
losses from milk which sours in teansit, and 
to belp them comply with bacteria) require- 
menia set by local bealth officers, the dairy 
division of the United States Department 
of Agriculiure this coming season will dem- 

strate its home-made steam sterilizer for 

iry utensi!s. in a larse number of milk- 
producing centers. For this demonstration 
the department has bad constructed more 
than twenty of the home-made sterilizing 
outfits. Already the health authorities in 
150 cities have asked the department to 
e@end these outfits fer local demonstration. 

# These outfits the department has offered 

to lend any loca) dairy official or health 
officer who will agree to demonstrate them 
in actual practice to milk producers ip bis 
locality. The outfits, which cost not over 
$15 and can be made by any loca) tinemith. 
when placed on a range or a two-burner oil 
stove, generate steam enough to kill the 
bacteria in milk cans, pails, sirainer clothe 
and separator parts. At the same time the 
@evice removes foul odors, leaves the uten- 


sils dry as well” as and adds ma- 
terlally to their life. The sterilization of 
milk utensils is of importance to the Matry- 
man who wishes to produce a good-flavored 
milk which wil} not sour readily, This ta 
shown by the fact that milk cans, washed 
in the ordimary way. may harbor billions of 
bacteria. and milk contained in these cabs 
ia sure to have'a hich bacterial count, whied 
tends to affeci not only its keeping quality 
but its flavor as well. Otber experiments 
show conclusively that milk which starts in 
sterilized utensils has a much better caance 
of reaching market in good condition than 
milk which has been handied in utensils that 
simply have been washed fn the oréinary 
way. 

The effectiveness of thie home-made ster- 
itizer has been fully proved both in the 
laboratory and on the farm. ‘n one expert- 
ment ten gallons of fresh milk were divided 
into two parts. Five gallons passed through 
a separator into a five-gallon can, both uten- 
sils washed in the ordinary way, showed 
at the end of an hour 1,880,000 bacteria per 
euble centimeter. The other five gallons. 
passed through a separator into a can, after 
both nufensils had been washed and ster- 
ilized by means of the home-made s‘erilfzer, 
showed only 24,000 bacteria per cubic centt- 
meter.

Landing 387,000 men on our Atlantic coast, 
an invader could take possession of a line 
300 miles long, from Lake Erie to Chesa- 
peake Bay, and epver that line at the rate 
of one man for every three yards, using 
thereby only 176,000 men, leaving a force 
of 211,000 men with which to operate against 
us. it would cut off from the rest of the 
United States 40,000,000 of our population. 
ten of our States, all of our great manw- 
facturing establishments, our stee! and muni- 
tions plants, our greatest financia! institu- 
tions and our most Important seaports. From 
this vantage point, intrenched behind that 
300 mile line, this great force of an invad- 
ing enemy could grind two-fifths of our 

people into the dust of humiliation, sub- 
jection and epoliation, hold our richest terr!- 
tory beneath his mailed fist and iron 
as a conquered colony, levy tribute upon the 
inhabitants thereof, and, thereby, fill the 
coffers of this war chest to pay the cost of 
his Invasion and to extend his operations 
farther into. our land. What could we do’ 
How long, how many years, would it take 
to recapture our lost land, if ever: how 
much would it cost in treasure and in 
American lives? 

We have today less than 1000 men of our 
mobile regular army east of the Mississippi 
River.- We have in our harbor defenses on 
the Atlantic Coast less than 15,000 men, 
but they must remain therein to serve the 
guns. We could bring to bear against that 
great invading force only our mobile force 
of 90,000 troops In sixty days! It would 
be too late and that inadequate force would 
enter upon conflict with the enemy only to 
be annihilated, only to be murdered’ 

Remember what Confucius and “Light 
Horse” Harry Lee said about sending un- 
instructed men into battle te be murdered. 
Thoughtless and unthinking men tell you 
that, in the event of war, millions of our 
men will fy unto the colors, but therein 
lies our danger; for they will only rush 
thoughtiessly inte battle to be murdered. 
Milllons of men, bravery and enthusiasm, 
mean nothing in that science called war 
today. For numbers, however great, if they 
be untrained and undisciplined, would stand 
ne more show against a disciplined and 
mechanized enemy than a flotilla of row- 
boats would:«stand in the whirlpools of 
Niagara Falls. 

Kitchener's great army, consisting of raw 
recruits, was drilled and trained and ham- 
mered into shape for fifteen months before 
sent to European battlefields, Britain had 
learned that to rash untrained men into 
battle was to murder them and to lose. it 
takes a year at least to make good infantry- 
men. it takes longer to train horses and men 
in the cavalry and longer still to train horses 
and men to work together in the field artil- 
lery. And, gentlemen, in these days of mod- 
ern mechanized war, infantry and cavalry

The San Diego exposition, the marvel of 
architectural beauty, after a year or more 
of spasmodic journeys into various and 
sundry films went on a regular camera 
spree near the close of its career and 
served as a setting for “The Americano,” 
the latest outburst of Douglas Fairbanks. 

Our city fathers probably had something 
besides the movies in mind when they or- 
dered the East Side jalj built but it could 
not dodge the eagle eye of the director and 
on one day last week there were four com- 
panies taking pictures of its classic out- 
lines for eastern consumption. 


The wonderful wealth of modern homes 
and apartment-houses with which Los An 
geles is blessed serves the eagle-eyed movie 
director well and the fashionable homes on 
Wilshire. Vermont, Orange Grove and other 
celebrated streets have served almost with- 
out exception in film dramas of greater or 
less renown. 

Another feature of motion picture pro- 
duction in and around Los Angeles is the 
willingness of the producers to build what 
they can’t find ready made. The greatest 
film productions of the yeor were made, al- 
most without exception, on the vacant lots 
of Los Angeles and vicinity. 

Take for instance “The Birth of a Na- 
tion” and “Intolerance.” the two mam- 
moth productions of D. W. Griffith. They 
were staged on two vacant lots on the corner 
of Sunset and Hollywood boulevards. Of the 
southern scenes of the former - picture 
nothing remains. but the gigantic Baby- 
lonian sets of “Intolerance” still rear their 
tattered Board, plaster and canvas walis 
and pillars towards the 

oan the Woman,” the great Lasky 
feature, was likewise taken under our very 
noses. The cobblestone Frefich streets 
still stand on the Lasky lot on the corner 
of Sunset and Vine streets in Hollywood, 


while the moat and castie against which 
Geraldine Farrar jed her inspired host were 
erected on the Lasky ranch in the San Fer- 
nando Valley. 

Next time you drive down Sunset boule 
vard, stop just a few feet east of Western 
avenue and look over the fence of the Fox 


studio and you will gaze down a quarter 
ofa mile of mediaeval Paris with the 
gloomy Bastille looming up in the distance. 
Here were taken the scenes of “A Tale of 
Two Cities,” in which William Farnum is 
being starred by Fox. 

You may not believe it, but many a good 
man has died of thirst in the bed of the 
Los Angeles River. This is not a siam at 
our celebrated waterless waterway but a 
fact. Some time ago a harried director dis- 
covered that by aiming his camera towards 
the sandy bed of the river he could stage a 
Sahara Desert scene without going either 
to Mojave or Oxnard, and since that time 
many a director, pushed for time, has 
staged his desert scenes in the river bed. 

Bear Valley ts generally used for loca- 
tions for mining, mountainous and western 
stories. In the winter time it is quite fre- 
quentiy used for Canadian northwest stories 
with the snow. The Lasky production “The 
Heir to the Hoorah,” with Thomas Meighan 
and Anita King, was filmed in Bear Valley, 
as were “The Girl of the Golden West” 
and “After Five.” 

In the Imperial Valley there is a dry lake 
filled with drifting white sand. This is gen- 
erally used for Arabian and the Sahara 
Desert, and the Lasky production of “The 
Arab” was filmed there. The Santa Monica 
Bay is used to represent the Bay of Monaco 
below Monte Carlo as In the Lasky produc- 
tion of “Mr. Grex of Monte Carlo.” The 
rocks are used to represent the coast of 
France and England and the sandy beaches 
up around Santa.Barbara are used for the 
South Sea Island stories. 

Buseh's gardens are used for fairy stories 
as in “The Primrose Ring.” “Goose Girl,” 
etc., woody dells and the like. In fact there 
are a nhumber of companies working in 
Busch's gardens practically all the time. 

Griffith Park is used for woody scenes, 
heavy trees, etc. There ig a place down at 
Ocean View Which is used as an African 
jungle, Between Griffith Park and Holly.

wood boulevard there are little places of 
from two to five houses which are’ typical 
New England smal) town streets. The 
streets and surrounding property is pre 
sided over by a Swedish woman who rents 
it out to different motion picture companies, 
the prices ranging from $2 to $5 per day. 
Application has to be made several] days in 
advance as there is some company working 
there nearly every day. 

Newhall, Cal., is used quite extensively 
for western pictures. The plains and the 
hilig around there were used in “The-Girl 
of the Golden West,” “Chimmie Fadden Out 
West” and a number of other pictures—in 
fact, Mary Pickford is at present working 
there on a picture that she is doing of the 
early days of California. 

Lagoons down around Balboa are used 
for rivers in a great many pictures. The 


‘Indian picture, “The Victory of Conscience” 


was taken down there—alao a little below 
Santa Barbara on the coast is a Normandy 
fishing village. This was used in the Lasky 
production of “The Lash,” and was closely 
watched by some Federal custom patrol 
boats for several weeks until they finaliy 
landed and discovered tt to be a motion 
picture village. 

Ramona's marriage at San Diego is 
used a great many times as location for 
Spanish and Metican and early California 
days. A portion of “The Girl of the Golden 
West” was filmed there and recently the 
Lasky Company used it in producing “The 
Cost of Hatred.” 

Probably the location that is seen in mord 
parts of the world than any other is the 
corner at Cahuenga and Hollywood boule- 
vards in Hollywood. The bank and_ sur 
rounding stores are used practically every 
day by some motion picture company. It 
may be a New York street, a San Francisco 
street, a New Orleans street or anything 
else—the corner with the bank is very 
popular.

In this way it 
is certain that the compound would sell like 
hot buckwheat cakes on a cold day in the 
Fast.

in the United States Navy. An official day 
on a United States battleship is ushered in 
at 5 o'clock am. with the stroke of two 
bells, and the reveille or bugle call. Ata 


quarter to five the quartermaster sends one 
of the watch to call the bosun’s mate, the 
master-atarms, and the bugiler. It is the 
@uty of “Jimmylegs,” which is the jackies’ 
pet name for the master-at-arms, to waken 
the tardy sleepers. 

On one of these great floating forts there 
are between 500 and 1000 men, and all of 
them sleep in hammocks save the wardroom 
officers and the petty officers. At 5:30 
oeleck or “three bells,” the bosun’s mate 
pipes “turn to” on the whistle, which puts 
every man jacky to work, cleaning ship, 
washing clothes or performing some other 
@uty. At 7:20 o'clock the bugler sounds the 
call, “mess gear.” This means, prepare for 
breakfast, which on ship board is called for 
7:30 o'clock, or seven bells. At the sound of 
“The Starspangled Banner,” pleyed at eight 
belis by the ship's band, every man on the 
ship faces aft and salutes, as Old Glory is 
raised to the truck. 

The quarterdeck is the officia)] hall of the 
ship so to speak, and any dignitaries who 
visit thle ship are received on the starboard 
side of the quarterdeck, known as the official 
side of the ship. The band plays on the 
quarterdeck every morning and afternoon, 
and the morning hour from 10:30 to 11:30 
o'clock is spent by the band each day in 
practice. The port side of the ship is re 
garded as more especially the field of the 
quartermasters and enlisted men, 

Each morning the brass work of the ship 
must be made to shine like a mirror. “Deck 
bright work,” and “gun bright work,” is the 
name for the task which takes a half hour 
or More each morning, and is followed by 
eli hands getting into uniforms and clear- 
ime up decks for inspection.

The two guns of a turret, 
each forty feet long, can fire six shots or 
more, in the space of four minutes. 

There are different drills on a battleship 
for almost every day in the week, and the 
inspection of the magazines and explosives 
is a daily operation. There are jackies al- 
ways on duty watching the magazines, and 
when in very hot countries as many as 100 
men are ordered to this duty. 

At 9:30 o'clock “quarters” is sotinded. This 
is really a muster, and occurs morning and 
evening. At quarters everybody is out, and 
later the jackies go through various calis- 


are let down, and dinner is piped promptly 
at eight bells or noon. 

Immediately after dinner mail is dis- 
tributed. “Turn to” is sounded at 1 o'clock, 
and jacky is busy again. l 

The two spots on a naval vessel which are 
most unpopular are the sick bay or hos- 
pital, and the “brig” or prison, with its 
cells of heavy painted iron, in which men 
are confined on a diet of bread and water. 
Before the door paces a marine, relieved 
every two hours by another guard. 

At three bells, or 1:30 o'clock, the drill 
call goes. One day it may be fire drill, with 
a general alarm. One bell means a fire for- 
ward; two bells, that a fire has been dis- 
covered aft. Sometimes this is followed by 
“arm and away,” when the boats are 
equipped to send in a harbor and make a 


band, which the men of the ship often or- 
ganize among themselves, may gather in the — 
barber shop for practice. On Wednesdays © 
and Saturdays much time is given to mend- 
ing clothes, seeing visitors, etc. Swimming 
exercises and instruction are had daily when 
circumstances will permit. “Night fire 
Quarters,” and “man overboard” drill are 
gone through at least once a quarter. After 
dark search lights are exercised and night 
signals go on. There are various other drills 
too numerous to mention during the routine 
of one week, 

The Sabbath routine on a battieship is 
much the same, with the addition of the 
captain's inspection, and morning religious 
service by the chaplain, or “sky pilot.” To

Our Foreign Wars. 


WE HAVE MET FOUR DIFFERENT 
EUROPEAN POWERS. 

Since the Revolution we have warred with 
four different powers on the other side of 
the Atlantic. On each of those occasions 
the job has been done, the purpose achieved 
and a withdrawal from European politics 
effected. Our historical policy is an Ameri- 
can one. We fight our own wars wher peace- 
ful means of settlement fail. Having fought, 
we swiftly take leave of Europe. We keep 
clear of ententes and alliances. There are 
no cords across the Atlantic to pull us back 
into the constant bickerings of the old world. 

When we fought with Spain in 1898 the 
bone of contention was the Spanish colonies. 
The fighting was carried on in the Pacific 
and in the Caribbean. There was no danger 
of an entanglement with Europe. in the 
three earlier conflicts the advantages of 
European alliances were immediate and ob- 
vious, the disadvantages remote and obscure. 
Yet we avoided alliances. 


In 1796 the directory, the government of 
France after the great revolution,: issued 
a series of decrees against neutral com- 
merce. France was at war with England, and 
the decrees empowered French privateers to 
capture ev American vessel bound to or 
from Great Britain. In a year more than 309 
such captures had been made. The Ameri- 
cans in the crews suffered horribly in the 
process. This was most serious for the 
young American republic. 

Besides injury to our commerce France 
had designs ubon America itself. As one 
American Congressman of the time asserted: 
“The tide of conquest has deluged Europe; 
it may swell the great Atlantic and ro!! to 
our sbores, bringing upon its troubled sur- 
face the spirit of revolution.” Provided 
French plans in Europe succeeded, an in- 
vasion of America was not impossible. French 
spies were common in the United States. 
France was attempting to regain Louisiana 
from Spain and had hopes of again possess- 
ing Canada. French ministers conducted in- 
trigues in the United States, particularly with 
the ultrademocratic group of which Jefferson 
was the center, France demanded the use 
of American ports as a base of operations 
against England. In this country was a 
strong pro-British party which hated ths 
French and all that the revolution there had 
stood for. Both New England and the South 
contained many members of this party. It 
looked like a question which had only two 
sides. It seemed as though the United 
States would be obliged to choose whether 
to favor England or to favor France. As it 
turned out, the question had not two sides, 
but three. It was a triangle. There was an 
American side. 

Congress solved the problem in 1798 by 
means of a quasi-war upon French armed 
ships. No war was declared upon France. 
The French people were not made our 
enemies, An American navy was created for 
the purpose of protecting our trade with 
England. Its vessels were authorized to 
capture French armed ships, whether belong- 
ing to the French government or to private 
parties. They might also retake Ameri- 
can prize ships, but they were not to molest 
unarmed ships. The American navy was 
highly successful. After two years and a 
half the French republic came to terms. 
America’s job was done. She ignored botb 
the English side and the French side, except 


-Im 80 far as they affected the American case. 


When the American end was gained the 
United States resumed its isolation. 

Today our government is studying the re- 
markable historical precedent of our quaat- 
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war with Franch in order to devise, if pom 
sible, some means that may avoid actual 
war with Germany and still remove our dif 
ficulties. 

The war of 1812, which the aged Franklin 
had foretold as the war of independence yet 
to come, was brought on by the Pritish 
necessity of manning its ships against the 
French. The British contended that they 
had the right to stop ships on the high seas 
and search them for deserters from the Prit- 
ish service. American ships were stopped 
and searched and such sailors as the 
British boarding officers desired were taken 
by force to serve on British ships. The 
United States protested. British decision 
proved that the protests were well taken. 

Between 1797 and 1801 there were 2659 
cases of impressment of men who claimed 
American citizenship. Only 102. of these 
had been held by the British authorities to 
be Brtish subjects. Of the rest, 805 were 
detained for further investigation. Of 
course, presumption in the: case of these 
was that they were Americans. The re- 
maining 1252 men were discharged. On the 
principle involved, that of the right. of step- 
ping Americans, the British were deaf, al- 
though ready to take up individual cases. 
Monroe, who jooked after the intercsts of the 
United States in England, thought that the 
British attitude was @ue to the feeling that 
a popular government such as that of the 
United States would be utterly incapable 
of any vigorous or persevering action and 
would be unable to resist. 

In 1807 the British warship Leopard 
poured a number of broadsides into the side 
of the United States frigate Chesapeake and 
impressed four sailors into the British serv- 
ice, This caused great indignation in the 
United States. President Jefferson at once 
forbade the use of American waters by 
British ships. 


The impressment situation thus went from 
bad ty worse. For twenty rears attempts 
were made to adjust it, but the war finally 
came. At that time an alliance with France 
migh: have been made to the discomfiture 
of England, but it was no more an American 
policy to make an alliance with France, 
against England than it had been in 1798 
to establish the opposite arrangement. The 
United States held to the American side and, 
although fighting Napoleon's enemy. «6 
hated Napoleon more than we hated Pitt. 

The other war which we fought acrors 
the Atlantic without becoming throlved m 
the squabbles of Europe was our successful 
naval campaign against the Barbary pirates. 
Although in north Africa, the Barbary states 
had most close and profitable relations with 
Efirope. The leading nations of the worid 
paid tribute to the pirates. European shipa, 
were stopped, looted and their crews held 
for ransom. Those not redeemed were made 
slaves. American commerce was forced to 
suffer even more than European, since onr 
government would pay no tribute direct. 
Between the years 1785 and 1793 more than 
$1,000,000 had been paid by Americans for 
the release of captives. 

In 1801 the United States undertook or 
ganized warfare against the pirates, vt 
piracy continued to break out. After the 
war of 1812 the United States saw ita op 
portunity and Commodore Stephen Decatur 
was sent with a fleet against Algiers. 

Again America went it alone. And Amert- 
ca won. The pirates were subdued by our 
sailors. Tribute to release captives from 
the United States was over. After we had 
succeeded, the European powers turned on 
the corsairs. The British and Dutch co- 
operated to end piracy. In 1830 the French 
established themselves in Algiers and the 
career of the Barbary pirates was over. 

The United States went in and out of 
the Mediterranean without any alliance with 
Europe. It stood up for its own rights to 
the amazement of the great powers which 
paid tribute to piracy. When those rights 
were secured our fleet returned to America 
without having maneuvered the home nation 
into the complex political jealousies of 
Europe. 

American rights must be maintained, be 
the cost what it may, bet it has been pos- 
sible In the past to maintain American 
rights without entanglements. 

We might have sought the British side 
in 1798 or we might have sided with the 
French. We might have obtained an alliance 
against England in 1812. We might have not 
dared to tackle the job of dispositiz of the 
Barbary pirates without an afrangement 
with two or three European states As it 
Was, we went alone into each venture. For 
us, trans-Atlantic questions have not twe 
sides, but three. There is always an Amert- 
can side, and it is the American side we 
have always taken, We take only the see 
ean side today. 
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HOW CUSTER DIED LITTLE BIG HORN. 


Mystery Cleared. By a Special Contributor. 


OW Gen. Custer died has been one of 
the melancholy mysteries of army his- 
tery. After the massacre of the Little 

Big Horn in which two battalions of the Sev- 
egth Cavairy were wiped out of existence, 
Gen. Custer’s body was found on the battle 
field. Unlike all the other soldiers, his body 
had not been mutilated, Beyond that, no one 
has ever told how he met his end. 

Out at one of the motion-picture studios 
in Los Angeles is an Indian woman named 
Minnie Prevost. She is a daughter of the 
great Cheyenne war chief, Plenty Horses. 
Her tather, she said, often told her of the 
battle of the Little Big Horn and of the 
peculiar way death came to the great cavalry 
commander. 

“Tt tell just the way tt came about,” said 
Minnie. “I tell it, 'udian way. I begin at 
beginning. White men tell stories all mixed 
up, last end first. 

“My father and gran’father, they both 
famous Cheyenne war chiefs. Some time— 
long time ago—my gran’father, he lead a 
war party out on the trail against the Utes. 
The Blackfeet, Sioux and many other tribes 
were our frens. The Utes was enemies. 

“One day they attacked a big Ute village 
and the Utes were beaten and ran away. In 
the middle of the village there was a little 
baby that somehow got left behind. My 
gran father saw it lying on the ground cry- 
ing. As they galloped through the village 


~ of lodges, he leaned down from his horse, . 


like you have seen cowboys do, and picked 
up the baby 

“*This is mine,’ he said. He brought the 
baby home to his family and it was raised 
like one of his own sons. My gran‘father 
gave the baby the name of Yellow Nose. 

“By and by my father grew up and he was 
also called Plenty Horses like my gran’- 
fathers because that was a great name in our 
tribe and it was handed down from one gen- 
eration to anot My father he got mar- 
ried and pretty soon I am born. 

“One day when | am very young baby. the 
white soldiers came against our village | 
am strapped to my mother’s back-ike Indian 
babies are. The white soldiers came rushing 
into the village and were shooting all over.

One of their bullets came right in between 
my mother’s face and my face. | almost got 
killed. 

“After that the Cheyennes were mos’ bit- 
ter enemies of the white men. So were the 
Sioux. These were two mos’ powerful 
tribes. For eight years they waited for a 
chance td strike back at Custer and the 
white soldiers. The Cheyennes were driven 
out of their home jands. They went way 
down toward Mexico, but they never forgot. 
When Sitting Bull sent for them al! the 
Sioux and the Cheyennes came in. ' 

“My father told me there was many thou- 
sand of Indians gathered to fight the white 
soldiers. They came together near the Lit- 
tle Big Horn. 

“Il Was a little girl 8 years old then. I 
remember being sent out with the women 
and children. You remember that one of 
Custer’s scouts was a Crow named Curly 
who ran away before the battle began and 


escaped. We could have killed Curly. I 


saw him go away. The Indians did not 
want Custer to know that he was surrounded, 
so they let Curly sneak away unmolested. 
He was the only man of the command who 
did not die. 

“My father said it was a terrible fight, but 
it only lasted a little while. My father said 
he couldn't understand why, but it made his 
heart swell all up to see all those soldiers 
killed. He was a warrior and had been ia 
many wars, but this battle affected him 
strangely. 

“In a few minutes al! the soldiers was 
killed except Gen. Custer and one young 
lieutenant. 

“My father said some of the soldiers died 
of fright. They were found dead after the 
battle without a mark or wound of any kind. 

“Gen. Custer fought until al! his cartridges 
was gone. My father said the Indian didn't 
like to kill him, He was our, enemy, but he 
was respected for a very brave man. My 
father sald the Indians only knew three sol- 
diers—Gen. Miles, Gen. Crook and Gen. 
Custer. They called Gen. Miles Bear Coat. 
They called Gen. Crook Man Who Does 
Everything Wrong and Custer, whom they 
called Yellow Hair. 


“The battle field was all covered witht 
dead men. All but Gen. Custer and this 
young lieutenant were gcne. My father said 
the two officers came together across the 
field of dead men and stood there together. 
Gen. Custer reached out and shook hands 
with the lieptenant; they shook hands good- 
by. Then Yellow Nose, the Ute, come up 
and struck Gen. Custer on the head with a 
war club and he died. My father said it 
made his heart swell very big. 

“None of the Sioux or the Cheyennes 
would touch his body to scalp him, so his 
body was not dishonéred for he was a brave 
warrior.” 

That is the story of Minnie Prevost, who 
says she had it from Plenty Horses, ber 
father, the great war chief of the Cheyennes. 

After the Indians were subdued and con- 
quered the Cheyenne’ were moved down into 


Oklaho Minnie went away to Cartiste, 
where She was the first Indian woman to be 
educated. Afterward she married a french- 


Canadian and in the course of time came te 
California with other Indians of her tribe to 
work as an actress in moving pictares. She 
has been with the Ince and other companies 
and is now with Miss Mabel Normand’s com 


pany. 
Providing Food for the Wild Ducks. 


To assist commissions, organizations and 
individuals in preserving and propagating 
wild ducks, the United States Department of 
Agriculture has just revised two of its qubit- 
cations on the food plants of these birds and 
published the revision as Bulletin No, 465. 

The bulletin recommends for propagation, 
eelgrasg for salt waters; widgeon-grass, sege 
pondweed and wild celery for brackish wa 
ter; wild rice, wild celery, the pondweeds 
and watercress for fresh water with a slight 
current; and the pondweeds, banana water 
lily, musk grasses, waterweed and coontall 
for fresh water that is unneaually quiet 
Along the margin of fresh water where there 
is no marsh, wild millet is desirable. In ad- 
dition, a number of other recommendations 
are made for various conditions. 

The bulletin discusses in detail the propa 
gation of most of these foods.

Wonderful Swimmers and Divers of Many Nations. 


T IS a common practice for students of 
| the universities and schools of Japan to 
go to the seaside during the summer 


months, and there train systematically. Reg-. 


ular courses of fhstruction in swimming are 
given to those who wish for them. 


The Japanese are extremely fond of swim- 
ming, and among the younger generation of 
studen's and the coast population there are 
some splendid long-distance swimmers. 
Schools of natation teach the-art in a sys 
tematic manner, and although the best rac- 
ing records in Japan are not equal to the 
western, a Japanese expert can perform 
some truly wonderful feats. For example, 
he can jump into deep water and maintain 
his position with the water no higher than 
the loins, while he figgs a gun, writes on a 
slate, paints a picture on a fan with a brush, 
or moves freely in every direction as if he 
were Walking on golid ground. 

The expert, while he rarely emulates the 
sraceful high dive of the American or the 
European, can leap from a great height and 
strike the surface of the water with his 
chest, without sinking or wetting his face 
and head. In some mysterious way be con- 
trives to escape the painful consequences 
which the impact would inevitably cause to 

- the foreigner who should try this feat. It 
is said that the old time samurai frequently 
mad use of this trick when crossinga river 
or stream. In such cases they carried their 
armor an@ weapons on their heads. : 

In illustration of the antiquity of swim- 
ming in Japan, it may be of interest to men- 
tion that the famous “crawl” stroke, which 
Occidental swimmers first acquired not very 
long ago, has been known and practiced ia 
Japan for hundreds of years, in addition to 
several other methods of progression in tle 
water that would come as a revelation to 
Americans and Europeans. 

The natives of the Islands of the South 
Seas*have ever een among the most skilful 
of divers. The Tahitians who gather

mother-of-pearl from the depths are in the 
front ranks of the .world’s divers. Their 
hours for diving are from 9 to 2 o'clock. The 
diver paddies his canoe out into the lagoon 
and anchors it. If he happens to chance 
upon a good place, he may not move his 
boat during the entire five-hour period. A 
basket to hold the shells is let down by a 
rope tied to the boat. On the end of another 
small rope, tied also to the canoe, is a piece 
of lead weighing from fifteen to twenty 
pounds. 

The diver, who wears only a narrow loin 
cloth, places one foot upon the lead, with 
the rope between his toes, stretches the rope 
With one hand held against his chest, utters 
several loud velis to empty his lungs, refills 
them quickly with pure alr, and descends 
rapidly, feet foremost, to the bottom of the 
lagoon. His goggles exclude the water and 
enabic him to see fronr twelve to sixteen 
feet. 

He tears the shells from their support, 
usually a plece of dead coral, to which they 
ere firmly attached, He may fill the basket 
with thirty or thirty-five pounds of shells at 
cuce, and he may have to dive several times 
to fill it. When his time is up, the diver 
ascends by means of the rope. He rests and 
warms himself in the sun for ten or fifteen 
minutes before descending again. 

A good diver will) go down from twenty 
to twenty-five times during the five hour 
period. As the basket is Olled, it is drawn 
up and the shells are emptied into thé boat. 

These natives dive to depths ranging from 
six to 120 feg (rarely more) and they re- 
main under water, in most cases, for the av- 
erage period of one minute and a half. In 
this respect they excel the Cingalese pearl 
divers, whose average is said to be much 
lower than this. 

Diving for shells is hard and wearing 
work. Like many other indué#tries, it exacts 
its toll of human life. At the beginning of 
each season, the nose and ears of the diver 
bleed when he comes out of the water and 


sometimes he vomits blood. His eyes be 
come affected and paralysis of the arms and 
legs is not uncommon. He is at his best 
between the ages of 20 and 25. After 30 he 
begins to decline. 

Boys who wish to become divers for shells 
vegin to practice soon after entering their 
teens. Between 15 and bi, when they have 
not yet learned the limit of their capacity, 
they occasionally stay down a little too long, 
and become exhausted before the boat is 
reached by the rope. It is said that at least 
half a dozen divers each season lose their 
lives in this manner. 

Some authorities contend that, as a deep- 
water diver, none is to be compared to the 
Malay, who employs no other apparatus 
than a heavy stone for a “sinker” and a 
light line whereby be can come up “hand 
over hand.” 

A naval officer, whose command was at 
the time in eastern waters, tells of a wonder- 
ful diving exhibition by a Malay that oc- 
curred in the jocality where the vessel was 
anchored. | 

One day one of the officers raised his 
sword-belt a little too high, with the result 
that the blade, slipping from the scabbard, 
fell into the sea. The water at this point 
measured something over 100 feet in depth. 
A diver was summoned, and to him was in- 
dicated the point where the blade had fallen 
into the sea. The Malay got into his little 
boat, pumped his lungs full of air, grabbed 
his sinker, disappeared into the water, and 
brought up the sword. 

Anotiier day a boatload of coal was 
swamped beside one of the ships and sank. 
Divers came, located the coal and the boat, 
and repeatedly descending into ninety feet 
of water, they placed the coa] fa bags, with 
the result that they saved both the coal and 
the boat. Men who timed these divers fre 
quently found that the Malays remained un- 
der water as long as one minute and forty- 
five seconds. 

The most wonderful, however, of the 


~, 
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Malay diving feats was exhibited when & 
collier snapped its cable and dropped tts 
anchor, together with forty fathoms of chain, 
into twenty fathoms of water. When one 
diver was directed to where the anchor an@ 
chain lay, ke proceeded, after many pre’ 
liminaries, to go down after them. Whe 
he had “pumped” himself for quite a pertod, 
he disappeared into over 110 fect of water 
One minute passed; then a second minute 
was called off: and the naval men began to 
fear for the safety of the diver. It is said 
that two minutes and fifteen seconds elapsed 
before the Malay came up. He was greatly 
exhausted, but he had found the chain, and 
had attached the grapple and the rope, thus 
succeeding in recovering both anchor and 
chain at the first dive ft seems impossibie 
that any human being. without artificial aid, 
could withstand the pressure of Water at 
such depths, to say nothing of the excessive 
variations of pressure involved in the de 
scent and ascent of more than 100 feet 
within the space of two minutes and @ 
quarter.

T IS doubtful if any other county in Canh- 
| fornia has had such a varied and inter- 

esting history as San Luis Obispo 
county. Situated as it is, midway in the 
coast counties, it may rightly be called the 
keystone of the arching coast line. It has 
more than 100 miles of sea girt shore. Bold 
and rocky cliffs along its northern coast 
dwindle into the long, shining stretch of 
Pismo Beach that extends for more than 
twenty miles southward to Point Sal. 

In 1542 Cabrillo, the first white man to 
set foot in the State, spent some time ex- 
piortag the coast of this county. He was 
fm all the bays, naming each’ and minutety. 
@escribed them just fifty years after Colum- 
bus made his first voyage to the West 
Indies. Port San Luis, now the greatest oil 
port im the world, was then a silent, serene 
tiretch of placid blue, with rocky bluffs to 
the north and Pismo curving to the south. 
Old Cabrillo looked upon it and named it 
Todos Santos (All Saints) Bay. 

Sailing northward about fifteen miles or 
80. he beheld rising from the ocean's boson 
e vast red granite cone with a dimpling. 
rippling stretch of blue between it and [' 
main land. This great rock, the top of a 
submerged mountain, suggested a fort or at 
least an ideal location for one, so Cabrillo 
mamed it Moro Rock and Moro (fortress: 
Rock it has ever remained. Rising over 500 
feet above the ocean's surface it covers 
more than fifty acres and is a half mile from 
the mainland. Hundreds of tons of rock 
have been blasted from ita landward side 
and sent in barges to build the breakwa- 
ter at Port San Luis. Gradually a long sand 
bar has been formed from the south side of 
the bay and now almost reaches the rock. 
Just north of the great cone a smaller 
Tises and between the two the tides race 
fn and out. Here in the channel many a 
email boat has gone down and it was there, 
February 5, 1877, that Rev. A. B. Spooner, 
the first Protestant minister in the county, 
was drowned when he attempted to pilot the 
Mary Taylor into port.

“About five years ago there was revived in 
our navy an old-time institution dating back 
to the days of the olf wooden ships. This 
was the smoking lamp. brought back after 
a period of years in which it existed in name 
only. it was a rejuvenated relic of the days 
when the promiscuous striking of flint and 
siee! around a ship-of-war was held to be 
dangerous and, therefore. prohibited. But 
mowadays the safety match, because of a 
few accidents that have resulted from care 

fessness, has been banned. 

Visiting a man-of-war. one will probably, 
darting the course of bis stroll, s@e a petty 
officer approach the officer of the deck and 
seek permission “to Waht the stmhoking- 
lump.” If the permission be accorded, the 
word is passed that the smoking-lamp has 
been lit. and all hands who care to smoke 
pragduce pipes or cigarettes. 

The jackies on a battleship are not a)- 
lowed to smoke whenever the inclination 
comes upon them. From reveille, af 6:30 in 
the morning, uoti! turn-to. half an hour later, 
they are permitted to smoke as much as 
they please: but when the scrubbing down 
of decks begins, pipes are put away and 
cigarettes are thrown over the side. When 
the signal for “spread mess gear,” which 
means “set the tables” In shore-going talk, 
is sounded, the smoking-lamp is_ lighted 
again, and anybody may smoke until after 
breakfast, when the crew again turns to.

HE Mexican senora is a pecullar type 
T that very few know, espéeciall? out- 
siders. Our senora, a hame given ‘o 
the dtighepielass of the Mexican woman, is

and-her ambition is to rear carefully her 
family. which usually consists of from five 
to nine children. We evep see families 
with tWenty-.wo offspring. ‘The writer has 
sat down at a table with persons, 
all members of one family. 

There is little enjoyment outside her 
home, and whenever she is seen in public, 
which generally happens at the theater and 


balls, she is always accompanied by her 
husband. 
The church is almost the only piace 


which the senora visiis alone, and as she 
is very religious, she is often seen there at 
different hours of the day. On these occa- 
sions We see ber attired, if she is a young 
matron, in a filmy maniillia. The older 
senora wears a heaty manta that covers 
almost her entire figure, making her re 
semble a nun. When she is in mourning 
this ie the kind of headgear which «he 
wears. 

Her mourning periods are long and very 
lugubrions, as she shuts herself in her 
home more than ever, and is not seen out. 
side her door except when she goes to 
church, and then she goes all covered up 
with thie manto that envelops ber agure 
and almost covers her face. 

The sendra, in company with some of 
her friends, takes care of the church altars, 
the duties being limited to placing fresh 
flowers. changing the altar cloths, and at- 
tending to the cand’es. This is what one 
might call ber club life, as it also em- 
braces ber membership in the church char- 
itable society of which I shall speak later. 

Resides tis she does charitable work 
independently, as she often bas her own 
“pobres,.” (poor people) who come to her 
house each Saturday and who are here 
provided with clothes, food, medicines, 
money or whatever the necessity calls for. 
She personally sees to their wants and 
often visits their humble homes. 


if you happened to look in upon her at | 


ber home some Saturday. you would weet 
with a surprise ‘if you are not acquainted 
with the custom.) on entering, you would 
see from four to six ragged, miserable look- 
ing people, who form a remarkable contrast 
to the handsome and elegant surroundings 
of the senora’s home 


They usually sit and walt her coming In 
the “pasadizo,” (hallway) of ber home. Later 
i shall give you a graphic description of one 
of these homes. 

The club to which she belongs, if you 
so choose to call it, but which Is more prop- 
erly known as “sociedad,” consiste of a 
semi-religious and semi-charitable society. 

Upon visiting a Mexican town once, ! had 
the opportunity of observing how these 
charity sociedades are conducted. Such or- 
der prevailed that there Was no place for 
any confusion of any kind. 

The society that | observed was formed 
much like the American women's clubs, 
with a president, endowed with all the at- 
tributes usually associated with such an of- 
fice; a secretary, treasurer and chairman of 
various committees. There was in each 


“barrio” (neighborhood) one lady who was 
the head of that district; she also had her 
secretary. 


The presidenta names for a period of 
time from each neighborhood “visitadoras”™ 
(visitants) whose mission is to locate 
in their neighborhood .those who-are in 
want. The visitadoras report to the head of 
Should there be a case where 
immediate attention is needed, the head of 
the district gives the first aid, and the sec- 
retary reports to the presidenta, who in 
turn sees to all that is needed; the burial, 
and this is where the 
religious part comes in, as she sees that the 
dying one ha’ clerica) attention, such as, 
making his or her confession and receiving 
extra unction. 

The society which |! visited is called 
“Soctedad de San Vicente.’ The financial 
part of this seciety is kept up by many 
ways and means, among them by monthly 
contribution of the members and the get- 
ting*up of entertainments by them.

fully carried out, as they consist chiefly of 
music, and there is always good music, for 
most of the people can sing and can play 
some instrument, the plano being the most 
popular. Some are very good singers, as we 
often find thew to have studied under good 
professors. 

At these entertainments the cabalieros 
(gentiemen) also take part and the people 
are only teo glad to have an excuse ‘to 
make merry and have a fiesta. With the 
finghcia) result of these entertainments the 
doctors’ fees, medicines, clothes and bed- 
ding are bought. and even the funera! ex- 
penses are paid. 


One of the most striking things and one 
so seldom seen now, is the respect. rever- 
ence you might ca)! it, with which the old 
people are held The grandparents have 
such authority over a home that only see- 
ing it one is able to understand it. Old 
maiden aunts are never even thought of be- 
ing laughed at; all the reapect and consid. 
eration that can be thought of is given to 
the elderly people. 

Birthdays are a motive for a fiesta of 
some sort, and they are a kind of ‘no 
blesse oblige.” On this day of daye the 
members of the family have always some 
little token, more or lees costls.. in accord- 
ance with their means; eards and presents. 
Some are invited to dinner which usually 
commences at 1 o'clock, ending at 3 or 4, 
the time that the less intimate friends come 
to pay their reapects, spending the reset of 
the afternoon amid music and dancing: oc- 
casionally lasting into the early hours of 
the morning These bifithday fiestas are 
kept alike by the rich and pror. 

After her family. the senora’s pets .are 
ber birds and flowers. Dogs and cats are 
liked in the senora’s home but never take 
any other place in her affections tt ‘or 


their use, a cat to catch mice and the dog 
to watch the home. Of birds, she has quite 
a collection, from the noisy Mexican parrot 
to the silent Japanese white canary; the 
Senora herself supervises the eare of these 
pets. 

Of planis ibere is such a variety that 
one wonders how {ft is that this most -retir 
ing and seclusive of beings could be ac- 
quainted with the number of foreign plants 
that have come to adorn ber home. My 
memory takes me back to my visit to the 
town of which |! spoke where in one of the 


corridors | saw a most beautifal banana 
plant resembling in shape a fan. I asked 
my hostess for ita name, and slie very 


modestiy and as a matter of course in- 
formed me that that plant bad come from 
Madagascar—imagine from the other end of 
the world. By the way she answered me one 
could almost have thonght she meant 
across the street. 


In these same corridors where the birds 
and plants are kept one's eyes are called 
to view on the walls copies of great mas 
ters, and many times works of the senora 
herself. as she is well educated. having at- 
tended very good schools, either at home or 
‘abroad, or both. 

In the interior of Mexico among the best 
society French is mostly spoken. -However 
in late years they have come to consider 
English most necessary. and we find quite 
a number of Mexican tamilies sending their 
children {> England and the United States 

in the Mexican home of the well-to-do 
senora there are kept quite a number of 
servants, in sOme houses from nine to ten, 
including the cocinera de cuchara, a woman 
who does nothing but cook; ia tortillera, a 
woman who makes the tortillas: the mozo. 
a boy or a man Who waits on the table. 
does the errands and opens the 
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‘main door:) the recamarera {chamber 
maid.) who attends to the personal needs of 
the senora and the senora’s bedroom. Then 
if the senora has children, of which she 
nenerally has quite a supply. you see each 
child with its own specia) pilmama (nurée.' 
There are homes where on account of the 
size of the family they must have a special 
woman who comes every day, besides bay- 
ing the laundry done outside. Also in these 
big families a seamstress comes daily and 
the senora here too supervises the making 
and mending of their clothes, chiefly her 
ebildren's garments. As for her wardrobe, 
it is bought ja Europe, France and Germany 
being the suppliers, though im late years 
they have sent to the United States for some 
things. especially shoes, but of course the 
French bootery reigns supreme “for its 
beauty and quality. 

The general appearance of the front of 
these houses, more ostentatiousiy called 
the facade, is very simple and plain-—-toe 
severe to my view. But om entering, on@e- 
would imagine oneself to be in Alwd 
din’s palace, so ornamented are they inside. 
Of course within late years the architecture 
has been modified and we also see modern - 
homes that are called estilo americane 
(American style.) which differs from the old 
Spanish style in many points, one bdeleg 
that of having the garden facing the street. 

In order that rou may form a clearer 
idea about these old style liomes, 
describe one, situated in one of the ald 
Mexican towns and in which | was a con- 
stant visitor. 

The outside is so piain that many for 
elgners have passed the remark of its ‘look- 
ing like a prison” on account of the 
severity and plainness of its architectnre, 
which consists of a very wide door that is 
the only entrance to the citadel like seclu- 
sion. Generally this door stands ip the 
midcle and at the right and left are: the 
windows that face the street. protected 
against intruders by iron bars: this main 
door is called zaguan. On entering, one 
comes to a kind of hall called pasadizo, 
which is about six feet wide and ten feet 
long. sometimes more, enclosed at the other 
end by a tall iron gate; these gates are 
works of art, full of arabeques. in these 
pasadizos is generally kept a bench for the 
use of peddiers and errand boys 

Here alao the senora receives her pobres 
(poor people, beggars.) who wail to re 
ceive thelr weekly alnfs, Saturday being ‘he 
Gay seneraliy set apart to help their own 
private poor. This iron door is called the 
cancel, which means “as far as you can go 
without the owner's permission; these 
doors are locked wit!. big and strong keys: 
| have seen one of these keys and it was 
as large as eight to nine inches long and 
of a quite respectable weight. inside the 
door the first thing thar the eyes rest upon 
ie the garden, which oecupies the center of 
the building Here will be seen the most 
beautiful ard rarest of plants from all 
parts of the world, making one conceive 
the idea of being in a bdotanica) garden 
from some European country, as beautiful 
statuary and jardinieres are scattered among 
this profusion of greenery 

These gardens are surrounded by spa- 
cious corridors, wide and high, and s1* 
tained by big pillars that are slender and 
generally made of solid wood it is in 

these corridors that most of the time is 
passed by the family. One peculiar feature 
that is kept in these corridors is the drink- 


ing water, which is kept in such a curious 
way that it deserves description. The ap 
paratus. if you so want to call it. is a@ box- 


shaped structure made of lattice and lis 
height is from five to six feet in a quad 
rangular pyramid effect. In the upper part ts 
a porous concave sione of eliptica) shape 
where the water is kept and below (his 
stone at the bottom of this lattice box is 
the olla (eartben jar) that receives the &l- 
tered water, making it a delicious beverage 
in the hot summer days 

The rest of the corridors are ocenpied 
with #mall tables, sofas, all kinds 6f jazy- 
looking settees and beautiful potted plants: 
hantimocks and every convenience that 
would help to pass the time pleasanily. 

The rooms of the house, Which consist 
of sala (parior,) bedrodéms, 
are built round these corfidors and are all 
by doors. they are lighted 
windows which face. some the street and

The chances are that the first man who 
tried to tell hiz fellows of the antennae on 
the head of some insect that had attracted 
his attention called them “feelers,” as we 
dd still. When an ant or a cockroach pro- 
ceeds along the ground with those quiver- 
ing threads held straight ahead, and touches 
every object it meets, like a blind man with 
hig cane, the idea of “feeling the way" as 
immediately suggested. Yet this is probably 
the iast important use of these organs. 
The senses of smell and hearing, it is con- 
tended by many authorities, also reside in 
the antennae. 

That the powers of antennae differ much 
among insects is clear from the great va- 
riety in their form. Some look perfectly 
smooth and vary in length from short spikes 
to long whips. Even these may be fringed 
with a microscopic down finer than the 
finest cobweb, and apparently sensitive to 
impressions far too slight for us to per- 
ceive. Others have highly complicated 
forms—-numerously branched ali round, like 
® young pine, or flat and feathery, or thick 
and voilled, or club-ahaped, or with the sur- 
face curiously sculptured, or studded with 
protuberances. 

All antennae are composed of segments 
like a jointed fishing rod, and male insects 
have more segments than female.
